WILL PRICES COME DOWN? 


Yes, certainly; but wait a minute. Don't go off into a 


spasm of joy for it will be short-lived and there will most assur- 
edly be a reaction. This question is asked of us almost every 
day. 
After giving the matter some thought and since we launch- 


ed out on a series of business topics ycesterday we will today 
take up the subiect of costs and prices. Our views may not 
coincide with yours and we concede that your view is worth 
as much as ours. It will be a pleasure to receive contributions 
for publication on this all absorbing subject from any of our 
readers. 


The necessities of mankind m&y be roughly divided into 


•hree classes: food, wearing apparel, and those manufactured 
>roducts which he uses in his home, his office or his business. 


Food is largely the product of the soil as we in this communt- 


,y are for the most part vegeetarians. Prices of Vegetable pro- Deposits 
ducts are about the most uncertain thing in the world and this 
uncertainty of prices works to the disadvantage of both pro- 
ducer and i consumer. There is only one law wTifch governs the 
prices of vegetable food stuffs and that is the old law of supply 
and demand. Many may say that farmers' organizations set 
prices on foodstuffs and this is no doubt not far from the truth 
but it is also a phase of the supply and demand feature although 


• it may be an artificial means of affecting the law. The house- 


wife is largely to blame for the high prices of vegetables, espe<<- 
ially potatoes, onions and all 'other vegetables which will keep In- 
definitely, beecause of the practice of buying in thimble quan- 
tities. The merchant is at a tremendous expense in filling these 
small orders, in many case extending credit and standing losses 
to say nothing of the large delivery expense. There are homes 
in Clearfield td which a grocer's wagon goes every day. It is not 
uncommon to see one grocer delivering a sack of salt and another 
v package of baking powder, more often though it is a loaf of 
bread. This system may not add much to the cost of the salt, 
the baking powder or the individual loaf of bread but it adds to 
the percentage of overhead the merchant has to put on his stock 
and particularly does it add to the fruits, vegetables and other 
articles on which there is no set price and on which the merchant 
has a chance to make a little profit. The merchant must to 
a certain extent play the same game as the proverbial street 
vender who must make on the "banan" what he I6ses on the 
"penut". Unless we get back to buying tubers and similar vege- 
tales in quantities we must exect to pay a premium for them. 
We can help ourselves by helping the merchant in this respect. 
We can do more than that. We have a right to expect that the 
mrchant quit "toadying" to that element which expects night 
and day service on deliveries without regard to the effect it has 
on the general level of prices. When the delivery wagon 'makes 
two trips to the Jenkins residence, Mrs. Jones and all others who 
deal at that store are paying part of the bill. When the mer- 
chant "toadys" to Mrs. Jenkins it is unfair to his other custom- 
ers. There should be a weight and bulk limit on deliveries. So 
much for the housewife. 


The farmer is not without his faults and it is to be expected 


that he have some because of his large resonsibilities. 
Two 


iaults are outstanding and glaring. We have had demonstra- 


^ tions of, and the farmer has had the sad experience of holding 
' 
his wares for high prices. It is the mission of the farmer to 
' feed the world just as much as it is up to the sugar industry to 


keep us in sweets. We saw a potato famine, not because the 
farmers had no potatoes but because the farmer would not sell 
them to us. It was the farmer's duty to supply the demand for 
potatoes. 
We believe a fair price was offered. Here is another 


fault. We have known of farmers hauling a load of perishable 
vegetables to town and, finding no market at his prices, either 
dumped it by the wayside or hauled it back to rot or be fed tf> 
the cattle. The manufacturer often finds the market glutted 
with his goods. His course is to sell the goods at a sacrifice,

WILL PRICES COME DOWN? 


Yes, certainly; but wait a minute. Don't go off into a 


spasm of joy for it will be short-lived and there will most assur- 
edly be a reaction. This question is asked of us almost every 
day. 
After giving the matter some thought and since we launch- 


ed out on a series of business topics ycesterday we will today 
take up the subiect of costs and prices. Our views may not 
coincide with yours and we concede that your view is worth 
as much as ours. It will be a pleasure to receive contributions 
for publication on this all absorbing subject from any of our 
readers. 


The necessities of mankind m&y be roughly divided into 


•hree classes: food, wearing apparel, and those manufactured 
>roducts which he uses in his home, his office or his business. 


Food is largely the product of the soil as we in this communt- 


,y are for the most part vegeetarians. Prices of Vegetable pro- Deposits 
ducts are about the most uncertain thing in the world and this 
uncertainty of prices works to the disadvantage of both pro- 
ducer and i consumer. There is only one law wTifch governs the 
prices of vegetable food stuffs and that is the old law of supply 
and demand. Many may say that farmers' organizations set 
prices on foodstuffs and this is no doubt not far from the truth 
but it is also a phase of the supply and demand feature although 


• it may be an artificial means of affecting the law. The house- 


wife is largely to blame for the high prices of vegetables, espe<<- 
ially potatoes, onions and all 'other vegetables which will keep In- 
definitely, beecause of the practice of buying in thimble quan- 
tities. The merchant is at a tremendous expense in filling these 
small orders, in many case extending credit and standing losses 
to say nothing of the large delivery expense. There are homes 
in Clearfield td which a grocer's wagon goes every day. It is not 
uncommon to see one grocer delivering a sack of salt and another 
v package of baking powder, more often though it is a loaf of 
bread. This system may not add much to the cost of the salt, 
the baking powder or the individual loaf of bread but it adds to 
the percentage of overhead the merchant has to put on his stock 
and particularly does it add to the fruits, vegetables and other 
articles on which there is no set price and on which the merchant 
has a chance to make a little profit. The merchant must to 
a certain extent play the same game as the proverbial street 
vender who must make on the "banan" what he I6ses on the 
"penut". Unless we get back to buying tubers and similar vege- 
tales in quantities we must exect to pay a premium for them. 
We can help ourselves by helping the merchant in this respect. 
We can do more than that. We have a right to expect that the 
mrchant quit "toadying" to that element which expects night 
and day service on deliveries without regard to the effect it has 
on the general level of prices. When the delivery wagon 'makes 
two trips to the Jenkins residence, Mrs. Jones and all others who 
deal at that store are paying part of the bill. When the mer- 
chant "toadys" to Mrs. Jenkins it is unfair to his other custom- 
ers. There should be a weight and bulk limit on deliveries. So 
much for the housewife. 


The farmer is not without his faults and it is to be expected 


that he have some because of his large resonsibilities. 
Two 


iaults are outstanding and glaring. We have had demonstra- 


^ tions of, and the farmer has had the sad experience of holding 
' 
his wares for high prices. It is the mission of the farmer to 
' feed the world just as much as it is up to the sugar industry to 


keep us in sweets. We saw a potato famine, not because the 
farmers had no potatoes but because the farmer would not sell 
them to us. It was the farmer's duty to supply the demand for 
potatoes. 
We believe a fair price was offered. Here is another 


fault. We have known of farmers hauling a load of perishable 
vegetables to town and, finding no market at his prices, either 
dumped it by the wayside or hauled it back to rot or be fed tf> 
the cattle. The manufacturer often finds the market glutted 
with his goods.
